ther, that it shall be the duty- of the common or cit;
council of any city or trustees of any incorporated vil-
lage, to license any person as an auctioneer who desires to:

AN ACT jto regulate appeals taken from the award of arbitrators
appointed to award the amount of compeneation to be paid bs
the Rubicon hydraulic company, to the owners of lands overfiywe
by the operation of said company.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented <n
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioN 1. In all cases of appeals taken from the Appoals
awards of arbitrators appointed to award the amount of 35ckete

compensation to be paid by the Rubicon hydraulic com-
pany, to the owners of lands overflowed by reason of
the erection, construction, raising or repairing of any
dam, flume or aqueduct of said company, according to
the provisions of chapter 71 of the privaté and local
laws of 1866, entitled “an act’ to incorporate Rubicon
bydraulic company,” and of the several acts amendatory
thereof; such appeals shall be docketed and . tried: by
jury in the same manner and subject to the same rules
of practice applicable to trials at law.

ECTION 2. This act shall take effect amd be in
force from and after its passage.
